Befoio McKinley's nomination 


one of the five or sis largo manufactur- 
ers of pocket cutlery, who was prom- 
inent in the trust, which raised prices 
an average of about- 35 per cent under 
the McKiuley bill, began to hustle for 
McKiiiley. Ho is said to have raised a 
large sum of money by passing the hat 
among the 20 or 25 cutlery manufactur- 
ers. Just how the money was spent is 
not known. It is probable, however, 
that several McKinley delegates to St.

The hat passer himself was ono 
of the very few delegates from Now 
Yorfi'who was for McKiuley first, last 
and. all the time. He was one of Ban- 
na's most trusted lieutenants. One of 
the two favors which he is said to have 
asked as compensation for his valuable 
services was the fixing of the cutlery 
schedule. This privilege, being an ordi- 
nary and expected one under the protec- 
tion system, was readily grouted by the 
power behind the throne. This is prob- 
ably the whole story. It explains fully 
why the duties aro there aud why they 
will stay there. -^

On tbe Fourth of July, 1811, the Patri- 


otic Society of Cincinnati Met Ju Inde- 
pendence Hall and Decided to Raise 
Fund* For the Memorial Edifice Un- 
veiled at Philadelphia. 
iphiladelphia.'May'lo.—The unveiling 


»f the Washington monument occurred 
In Fairiuount park amid impressive 
ceremonies. 


Notwithstanding almost continuous 


rain for the past week the exterior of 
many business houses and dwellings 
were prettily decorated with flags and 
bunting. 


The Pennsylvania national 


men arrived in from different sections 
of the state. The parade was a grand 
miltary pageant. Nearly all the mem- 
bers of the Pennsylvania legislature 
are in the city and at 10 o'clock they 
were taken in charge byp members of 
the city councils. 


The party went on hoard a special 


steamer at that hour and were taken 
down the Delaware river to Gloucester, 
whre a planked shad dinner was 
served. 


President McKinley, Vice President 


Hobart and the members of the cabi- 
net, with the exception of Secretaries 
Sherman and Long/ arrived 
from 


Washington. Representative Bailey -of 
Texas and Secretary Porter 
accom- 


panied them. 


A banquet was given at the Union 


League by Its president and 


sentiug the 
march of the American 


army, the other a western-bound 
emigrant train. On one side the pedes- 
tal bears the inscription: "Sic Semper 
Tyrannis," and "Per Aspera ad As- 
tra," on the other, "Westward the Star 
of Empire Takes its Way." Surround- 
ing the upper portion of the pedestal is 
the legend, "Erected by the State So- 
ciety of the Cincinnati." 


The Society of the Cincinnati forms 


an interesting historic link connecting 
our times with the revolution. Later 
wars have produced other societies 
•which are composed of actual partici- 
pants in tba events -which they com- 
memorate; whereas the Cincinnati, 
conceived by Washington's, fellows in 
the field, now includes'only their de- 
scendants.

History of the Monument. 


On July 4, 1811, 
more than 85 


years ago, the Society of the Cincin- 
nati, which still had among its mem- 
bers officers who had fought in the 
revolution, met In Independence hall 
and • adopted a resolution to erect 
a 


monument to the memory of George 
Washington. The Society had 
rot 


then acquired its peculiar distinction 
as an organization of patriots of opu- 
lence and leisure, 
dedicated to the 


worship of their ancestry. They were 
not unlike the 
legions which 
have 


grown out of the civil war, and Wash- 
ington was as near to them as Grant 
Is to the veterans' organzations of the 
present day. 


'They appealed for funds to the peo- 


ple of Pennsylvania, and $2,000 came 
In. From this small beginning the 
fund has grown to $289,000, although 
the original purpose was to raise only 
$150,000. 


It remained .in abeyance for a num- 


ber of years. Finally, in 1832, the one 
•hundredth anniversary of Washington's 
birth produced another revival of 
patriotic memories, and a committee 
of citizens started a new fund for the 
monument In honor of this centen- 
nial there was.a great procession, and 
In the division given up to trades was 
a car drawn by seven horses and carry- 
ing the cornerstone which had been 
prepared for the monument. 


Again the next year there was a 


great parade, and the stone was laid 
in, the center of Washington square 
within sight of the venerated Inde- 
pendence hall. 


Repeated attempts to consolidate 


the funds failed until the matter was 
carried to court with successful issue 
about 15 years ago. 


During the 
interval of quiescence 


both funds had waxed fatter—the citi- 
sens' to $50,000 and tha Cincinnati to 
$130,000. The union formed a treasury 
which continued to accumulate up to 
the grand achievement today of the 
purpose of our forefathers. 


The monument, which is the design 


of Professor Rudolph Siemering, a cel- 
ebrated sculptor of Berlin, is about 40 
feet high. From an oblong platform, 
reached on four sides by 13 steps, sym- 
bolical of the 13 original states, rises 
a pedestal 
bearing an 
equestrian 


statue in bronze of General Washing- 
ton. 


The Father of His Country is repre- 


sented in the colonial uniform of the 
American army, a large military cloak 
being thrown around his commanding 
figure. At the four corners of the plat- 
form arc fountains, served by allegori- 
cal figures of American Indians, repre- 
senting four rivers, the Delaware, 
Hudson, Potomac and Missippi. 


The group in the back represents 


America arousing her sons to a sense 
of their slavery. Below are the arms 
of Pennsylvania. On the sides of the 
pedestal arc two bas-reliefs, one repre- 


nit that did not account for the bad condi- 
tion I was in, my blood did not circulate, 
md if I pricked my finger while sewing, no 
blood followed the puncture. <A11 tins is 
different now, thanks to Dr. Williams' Pink 
Pills.
